runner redux 

An intricate lace tablecloth gets updated with a chunkier yarn and 
a smaller size, making it far quicker to stitch.

No doubt about it, lace tablecloths are a thing of beauty — and our hats go off to the crochet masters who painstakingly 
create them. But these days, we get many requests for quicker patterns. (After allj who doesn't love a little instant gratification?) 
With that in mind, we switched things up with this lacy table topper, transforming it from a full-sized cover to a more 
decorative runner. Changing from a tiny thread to a lightweight yam made the motifs lightning- fast to stitch, making this 
pattern even more manageable for the time- crunched among us.

Resulting gauge swatch should measure approx 
4710cm diameter. If necessary, adjust hook size 
to obtain correct gauge.

1 Motifs are joined when working the 8th round. 

2 The large spaces between the joined motifs are 
filled after all 12 motifs have been completed and 
joined.

In Round 8 one edge of the current Motif 
is joined to one edge of the previously joined 
Motifs (i.e., the second motif is joined to one 
edge of the first motif, the second is joined to 
one edge of the third motif and so on), form- 
ing a long strip of six motifs. To join an edge, 
three consecutive X-sts are joined.

In her current role as our Diagrams 
Editor, Manthey uses a computer pro- 
gram to digitally draw the helpful stitch 
diagrams you see in these pages. 
Surprisingly, Manthey does not crochet 
the patterns as she works to craft each 
diagram. Working from the written pat- 
tern alone, she digitally draws each stitch 
one-by-one, essentially crocheting the 
piece on her computer screen!

With twenty-five years 
experience editing crochet 
and knitting patterns ^ our Tech Editor Rita 
Greenfeder is the hnal authority on our 
patterns. Hers are die last set of eyes to 
check each component of our projects; 
after everyone else on the CT staff has 
done their part to complete our patterns, 
Greenfeder does a final check by reviewing 
our pages before they are printed. She sees 
them as a reader would; by reading Ciireful- 
ly and performing a few calculations , she 
is able to tell if instmetions agree with 
diagrams and schematics^ if measurements 
dorit add up or if anything else is out 
of sync. 

Depending upon the length and diffi- 
culty of each design, Greenfeder says she 
usuahY spends two to three hours editing 
each project. “Although there have been 
some that have taken days,” she says of our 
crochet conundrums. Ritas hobbies include 
traveling (recently to London, Rome and 
Paris), crocheting motifs and knitting Fair 
Isle patterns. 

Her favorite part of the job? “1 love the 
challenge and derive a lot of satisfaction 
out of mastering designs. T especially enjoy 
editing instructions for lace garments."* 




# crochet class 




Crochet patterns can seem like they’re written in a foreign 
language, but once you understand the basics, you’ll 
be stitching away (confusion-free) in no time. Our handy 
glossary is guaranteed to help; study up and get ready 
to ace your next crochet challenge.

abbreviations and punctuation 

Crochet instructions provide a lot of mformation; to keep patterns from mnning on for pages and pages, abbreviations 
and punctuation help fit it all in a smaller space. This shorthand can be tricky for beginners, but once you get used to 
it, you^re likely to find that abbreviations are easier to follow than long lines of fuMy speUed^out words. 



abbreviations Abbreviations are simply short names for 
common stitches and actions (e.g., sc for single crochet, yo 
for yarn over), CT lists all the abbreviations used for each 
pattern at the beginning of the pattern, and a complete 
list is in the Resources section at the back of each issue. 



commas and semicoior^s Commas separate portions of 
instructions, such as individual stitches or steps (e,g., ch 
1 , skip next st, dc in next st). Semicolons divide a row of 
instructions into smaller logical sections; they may mark 
the end of a repetition, separate the ending of a row, 
or separate sections of stitches (r.e., all stitches worked 
in a color, all stitches worked up one side of an afghan). 

( ) and 1 1 Parentheses and brackets group Instructions, An 
instruction indicating what is to be done with the group 
will follow the parentheses or brackets. The grouped in- 
structions may all be worked into a single stitch; e.g. (2 





dc, ch b 2 dc) in next st. Or they may be repeated a 
number of times (e.g. [ch 1, skip next st, dc in next st) 3 
times). Parentheses can also be used to clarify or give 
comments and additional information, e.g. {right side), 
(shell worked). 

* OR repeat from * Asterisks are used to mark the 
beginning of a group of instructions to be repeated. 
When you first encounter an asterisk, ignore it. When you 
reach the repeat from * or repeat between * and * scan 
back along the instructions until you find the matching 
asterisk and continue working from that first instruction 
following the asterisk. Continue to repeat as many times 
as specified. When an instruction says repeat from * 8 
times, this means that you should work the instructions a 
total of 9 times. This is because you have already worked 
the instructions once and now must repeat them 8 times 
(1+8 repetitions = 9 times). 




phrases 

In crochet language, many short phrases have very specific mean- 
ings. Here’s hofw to decode the most popular phrases. 

counts as dc here and throughout Comments like this teJI you 
that the beginning chain should be treated as a stitch. Skip the 
first stitch of the row (unless otherwise instructed), because the 
beginning chain was "worked'' Into the first stitch. Work the last 
stitch of each row into the beginning chain from the row below. 
Sometimes a beginning chain counts as more than one stitch* 

For example, a ch 4 may count as a dc and a ch 1 * Take extra 
care when working the end of the next row; be sure to treat the 
beginning chain as the number of stitches indicated. 

next stitch and first stitch At the beginning of a row, the next 
stitch can mean different things. If the beginning chain does 
not count as a stitch, the next stitch is the first stitch of the row. 

If the beginning chain does count as a stitch, the next stitch is 
the second stitch of the row (because the beginning chain was 
"worked" into the first stitch). 

When instructed to work into the first stitch ^ the first stitch 
of the row is always intended. Working into the first stitch occurs 
when the beginning chain does not count as a stitch (e*g. single 
crochet) or when an increase is needed (e,g*, in double crochet, 
if the beginning chain counts as a stitch and a double crochet 
is worked in the first stitch, there are actually 2 stitches worked 
in the first stitch of the row, which is an increase). 



established pattern In some instances, after working a 
pattern stitch several times, it Is assumed that the pattern 
is established. In this case, you will be instructed to work in 
the established pattern ior a determined distance, without 
row-by-row instructions. Make yourself familiar with the pat- 
tern stitch so that you can maintain its look. This is particufarly 
important when you must also increase or decrease while 
working the pattern stitch. 

continue (even) in (established) pattern Continue in the 
pattern stitch with which you have become familiar. Do not 
increase or decrease. 

continue in pattern, inc/dec 1 st art each edge every row 

This instruction tells you to increase or decrease at each edge 
of every row, and to work the remaining section of the row 
in the established pattern. The actual method for increasing 
or decreasing may be defined at the beginning of the instruc- 
tions. Otherwise, you should use an appropriate increasing or 
decreasing technique for the stitch pattern being used (e.g., 
sc2tog or skip a stitch for a single crochet pattern). 

continue in pattern, increasing 6 sts evenly spaced each 
round When you are told to work 6 increases evenly spaced 
in a round (or row), you could divide the number of stitches in 
; the round by 6, then work an increase each time you work 
1 that many stitches. However, the math often does not come 
: out even, and there's a much easier way. Arrange 6 markers 



pattern stitch A pattern stitch defines 
instructions to be used later in the 
crochet pattern. You can skip 
over pattern stitch definitions until - 
they are referred to. For example, j 
when an instruction says to work 6 1 

rows in Filet Dot Stitch, look for 
the Filet Dot Stitch definition at the 
beginning of the pattern and follow 
the instructions in the definition. 

right side and wrong side Some stitch patterns have a differ- 
ent appearance on one side than the other. Identifying one as 
the right side will ensure that each section of the project has 
the same appearance. [Note that many crochet stitch patterns 
have no right or wrong side, such as single crochet worked in 
rows, which looks the same on both sides). 

Keep track of the sides of your project by placing a marker 
on the right side. Instructions will sometimes indicate whether 
a row or round Is right or wrong side, which helps to keep you 
on track as you work. 

2 rows below Usually, you work stitches into the stitches 1 
row below the current row. Sometimes you are instructed to 
work into a stitch two or more rows below (such as when 
working cables). Begin counting rows with row 1 being the row 
you would usually work into, A stitch 2 rows below is one row 
below the row you would usually work into. 



on the stitches of the round, spacing them evenly apart 
(approximately). Work an increase each time you hit a marker, 
An even easier method is to simply eyeball it; work an 
increase approximately every sixth of the way around. 

AT THE SAME TIME Garment pieces often need different 
shaping worked on both ends of the same row. For example, 
on the front of a cardigan, the armhole shaping may need 
to be worked on one edge, while the neck shaping is worked 
on the opposite edge. 

Garment pattern instructions will often specify how to 
shape the armhole and neck separately along with the phrase 
AT THE SAME TIME. Work the separate shaping instructions 
on opposite ends of the same row as needed. The stitches 
between the two ends should be worked in the established 
pattern stitch. It can be helpful to use different-colored stitch 
markers to indicate the armhole edge and the neck edge. 

Always scan your pattern instructions to find any AT THE 
SAME TIME instructions. Ifs no fun to complete the armhole 
shaping and then realize that you should have been working 
the neck shaping at the same time. 

work same as left front, reversing all shaping The left and 
right fronts of some garments are mirror images of each 
other. Once one of the pieces Is complete, work the second 
piece in the same manner, but work the shaping (increases 
and decreases) on the opposite edges.
